Benefits Are Few 


Since the Iowa-Nebraska region is 
largely inactive, Miss Donohue felt 
that Clarke has gained few benefits 
from its affiliation with the national 
society. She expressed her opinions to 
the student body at the opening of 
the decisive SLC meeting. 

Attempts to revitalize the Iowa- 
Nebraska region were made by Len- 
ard Wilcox, NSA vice-president, at 
a September meeting at the Univer- 
sity of Iowa. Represented along with 
Clarke were Marycrest college and 
Iowa, Dubuque, Wartburg and Neb- 


raska- Wesleyan universities, 

Final decision of the six schools 
was to disband the existing region 
and affiliate with either the Illinois 
or the Minnesota chapter. 

At present, each of the universities 
plans to remain in the Iowa-Nebraska 
region. Marycrest continues national 
membership, but does not Participate 
in regional activities. No other school 
has taken any action. 

Clarke May Be Influence 

“Clarke’s drastic step, Miss Dono- 
hue told a Courier reporter, “may 
influence other schools in the region 
to take the initiative.” 

Miss Donohue pointed out that a 
Clarke delegate may still attend the 
NSA summer Congress, but in an 
unofficial capacity. She stressed the 
fact that Clarke may renew member- 
ship in NSA at any future date.
